ORDER  EARLY — Each  year  orders  come  in  after  the  dah¬ 
lias  have  been  planted.  Early  orders  are  solicited  to  pre¬ 
vent  disappointments  in  case  the  variety  selected  should 
be  sold  out.  We  do  not  substitute  unless  so  directed. 
Again  we  urge  you  to  order  early,  as  the  stock  of  some 
varieties  is  limited. 


TUBERS — We  offer  strong,  healthy  field  grown  tubers. 
Government  inspected. 

PLANTS — This  year  we  are  offering  green  plants  of  the 
more  recent  introductions.  A  dahlia  plant  is  a  green 
growing  plant  three  or  more  inches  tall,  with  well  estab¬ 
lished  roots.  These  will  develop  into  a  good  bush,  bloom 
well  and  produce  a  clump  of  good  roots  for  the  following 
season's  planting.  When  received  the  plants  should  be 
promptly  set  out.  These  will  be  shipped  from  the  middle 
of  May  to  first  of  June.  Add  25c  on  orders  for  plants  to 
cover  extra  packing  costs. 


SHIPPING — ^Unless  otherwise  directed,  dahlia  roots  will  be 
shipped  from  April  1  to  May  1.
